maintained that there was an old custom 
which marked out Friday as the day tor 
hangings because the crucifixion of tiie 
two thieves occurred on that day. Another 
lightofthe law remarked: "You see, Fridny 
is a bad day. There is only one Good Fri- 
day in the whole year, conBequently it is 
looked upon by judges as a most appropri- 
ate day for hanging criminals." 


It may be stated right here that there la 


nothing in the above reasons, and that it 
is only a chance Circumstance that four- 
fifths of the executions take place on a 
Friday. In the earlier days of English 
justice, when the hanging of a man was a 
most ordinary occurrence, and was the pen 
ally which followed lighter offenses, such 
as stealing forgery, arson and other felo- 
nies, a» well as murder, hangings occurred 
on every day of the week except Sunday. 
The net governing the time of execution 
provided that a felon should be executed 
on the uext day but one after his convic 
tion. 


Jn consequence no particular day of the 


week was ever axed upon. All this was 
in those gnod old days when Lord Chief 
Justice Jeffreys, in a circuit of eight 
weeks, sentenced no less than 330 persons 
to be hanged. Well indeed might he boast 
that he hanged more traitors than th{ 
whole of his predecessors since the con 
quest! That was after the Monmouth re 
bcllion in 1085, when the king referred tx 
these doings of his favorite judge as "thi 
chief justice's campaign in the west." 


That, too, was in the time of the famous 


Jack Ketch, who became so notorious as 
an executioner that his name is general!} 
given to the common hangman in the citj 
of London. It was of this "rope artist,'1 
a? the moderns flippantly call that function- 
Hpy, that liie wife rotnnrltod, " A ny bunglot 
can put a man to death, but only my Jack 
knows how to make a gentleman die 
sweetly." Later on a more humane spirit 
pervaded English justice. It was recog 
nized that forty-eight hours was indeed t 
fihort period wherein to allow a criminal tc 
repent ami to mute his peace with hit 
Creator.

trials on Friday. That was not the perioc 
when a trial lasted a week or longer. II 
generally took the court only a few hours 
to decide on a felon's fate. Justice was

The Overuiid, Gurnoy & Co. fail- 
ure, nearly a quarter of a century ago, in- 
volved failures casting upward of £100,000,- 
000. 
"Black Friday," in Wall street, was 


on Sept. 24, 18811. The shoe and leather 
trade crisis in Boston, U. S. A., in 18S3, 
.caused losses amounting to over £3,000,000. 
The Grant & Ward failure, In New York 
city in 18S4, involved many financial and 
business houses and a loss of over £5,000,-

There is a way to make good baskets at 


home and pretty and cheap, too, out of 
corn husks—thick outer husks for strong 
baskets, and for lighter and finer ones the 
white inner parts. Thesu must be wrapped 
for an hour or so in a damp towel, and then 
cut into strips of equal width. Make an 
ordinary braid with six or more strips, 
which may be doubled, or even trebled, for 
greater strength. 


Thread a needle with heavy waxed linen 


thread, and having dampened the braid 
form it into an oval five or six inches long 
and three wide, for the bottom of the bas- 
ket, and sew the adjoining edges of the 
braid together, as in a straw hat, but don't 
overlap them. Go on coiling and stitching 
for the sides of the basket, wideaiug the 
opening until the basket is deep enough. 


The handles are made of a heavy, three 


stranded braid, which is sewed all around 
the top of the bosket, just inside, and 
looped at the middle of each side. 


For ornament wind the handles with 


gay colored ribbon or braid, put a box 
plaiting of the same around the top nnd 
work a bunch of flowers on one side in 
bright worsteds, with long stitches. The 
•opposite side may hava a letter or a name.

If 
tho hooking of the bits in the rings has 
been can-fully done, which you can be 
sure of by pressing on the last key (No. 6) 
nothing will to more simple than to 
place on the rings of keys Nos. 5 and 6 
(to the last one being horizontal and al- 
most flat) sundry articles of the most 
fragile kind, so as to make the experiment 
more attractive—plates, bowls, decanters 
bottles, etc.

It is, of course, 
known that the falls of Niagara are gradu- 
ally moving to (he south. Tho deep cut 
through tlie solid rock marks the course 
they have taken in their backward move- 
ment.

Our progress, quite rapid in Kentucky, 


was now accelerated, and we were habitu- 
ally twenty -one hours out of twenty-four in 
the saddle, very frequently not halting at 
night or going into camp nt all. For the 
first three or lour days we saw nothing of 
the inhabitants save in their character as 
militia, when they forced themselves on 
our attention much more frequently than 
we desired. The houses were entirely de- 
serted. Often we found the kitchen fire 
blazing, the keys hanging in the cupboard 
lock, and the chickens sauntering about 
the yard with a confidence that proved 
that they had never before seen soldiers. 


As the first scare wore off, however, we 


found the women and children remaining 
at home, while the men went to mus- 
«er. When a thirsty cavalryman rode up 
to a house to inquire for buttermilk he was 
generally met by a buxom dame with a liall 
dozen or more small children peeping out 
from her voluminous skirts, who, in re- 
sponse to aquestion about the "old mac " 
would say, "The men hev all gone to the 
•rally;'you'll see 'em soon." We experi- 
enced little difficulty in procuring food for 
man and horse. 


Usually upon our raids it wns much 


easier to obtain meat than bread. But in 
Indiana and Ohio we always found bread 
ready baked at every house. In Ohio, on 
more than one occasion, in deserted houses 
we found pies hot from the oven, displayed 
upon tables conveniently spread. The first 
time that I witnessed this sort of hospital- 
ity was when I rode up to a house where a 
party of my men were standing around a 
table garnished as I have described, eying 
the pies hungrily, but showing no disposi- 
tion to touch them. I asked in astonish- 
ment why they were so abstinent. 


One of them replied that they feared the 


pies might be poisoned. I was quite sure 
on the contrary, that they were intended 
as a propitiatory offering. I had always 
been fond of pies—these were of luscious 
apples—so I bade the spokesman hand me 
one of the largest and proceeded to eat it. 
The men watched me vigilantly for two 
or three minutes, nnd then as I eeemed 
much better after my repast, they took hold 
ravenously.-Basil W. Duke in Century.

About the Subject—Some Example* of 
UU Work—Something; About Blntelf 
and Hl» BoiineM—How He Proceeds 


There's a curious little tonacco store on 


one of the leading South End thorough- 
fares. It has been there for many yeafrt, 
and ia so small that one might pas* by it 
hundred times without ever noticing it. 
The door opening into this little shop is 
just off the sidewalk, and suspended over 
the door is a large gilded wooden pipe, 
which serves as a sign to indicate the char- 
acter of the place. 


While sauntering down the street the 


other afternoon the writer's attention was 
attracted to this little shop by noticing two 
or three men gazing interestedly into its 
narrow window, and he paused to see what 
they were admiring. 
Being interested in 


meerschaum pipes, the young newspaper 
man thought he would like to look more 
closely at some of those in the display.

But those pipes ure quite plain Iwiide&oujo 
of the curving I have done. There is very 
liltle meerschaum curving done in Boston, 


and, 
in fact, there ure but lew first class 


artists in meerschaum in this country, 
and even those came from borne foreign 
pluce. There are a good many workmen 
here who cut plniu pipes out of meer- 
schaum, because that work, like any other 
trade, eun be acquired; but in order for a 
man to do any fine curving he must be a 
born url.iht. In this country men le.irn 
only u purt of a trade, but » here I came 
from u young man is obliged to learn his 
trade from beginning to end. 


"My lather was turner to tho kiugof 


Prussia, and so, you see, he must have been 
a fine artist. My brother and mj'self were 
brought up in the art of carving, and my 
brother was the finest curver I ever saw, 
cither in meerschaum or wood. I wish j'ou 
could sec some examples of his work. How- 
ever, I will show you some specimens of 
carving that I have made, and try aud tell 
you what you want to know. 


SHAKING THE UEKUSCIIA0M. 


"When an order comes for a pipe 1 some- 


times have to look throngli an entire box 
to find a piece of meer.schuum that will .suit 
tlie design I wish to make. I thensouk tho 
piece in cold water until it sinks, which 
will take from (U'teen to twenty minutes. 
I then saw the block as neur as possible to 
thesi/.e required, so us not to waste the 
meerschaum, and rough out the pipe with 
a knife. 
Placing the block on the lathe 1 


cut the plain part of the pipe, and bore tho 
stem to the bowl. If the pipe is to be carved 
I lay it uwny until thoroughly dried. 


"The meerschaum bus to be hard in order 


to curve it. 
When the curving is completed 


the pipe is boiled in beeswax and then 
polished. After the umber stem has been 
inserted the pipe is finished and ready for 
the customer. It is not generally known, 
but a meerschaum pipe would never color 
so beautifully if it were not bulled in wax. 


"An ordinary meerschaum pipe can be 


made iu three days, but if it is to be carvetl 
ot course no specified titnecun be stated. 
An artist might be many weeks, or even 
months, on a single pipe." 


"Do you have many orders for elaborate 


designs?" 


"Not so many us I used to have years ago 


1 suppose if 1 hud a nk'e store down town 1 
should get more orders for fine work. But 
Americans who can afford to pay several 
hundred dollurs for u beuutilul piece of 
lucerhcliiium curving will, as a rule, buy it 
abroad, oftentimes as u souvenir of some 
country which they have visited. I have 
been in this country over twenty yeurs, and 
at first I worked for the largest meerschaum 
deuler In New York. A first class artist
